time, and the delay between the lay- 
down operation and compaction, the 
researchers feel. 


Field density measurement should 
be required, they say, and recommend 
that field density should be not less 
than 96 percent of laboratory density 
based on laboratory samples made 
from material of the same batch on 
which field density checks are made. 
Randomized samples should be taken. 


The two recommend that a mini- 
mum cohesiometer value of 100 be 


specified in the design for asphaltic 
concrete to be used in the higher type 
pavements. A maximum cohesiometer 
value should also be specified but as 
yet data are not available to be spe- 
cific; however, it is felt that the maxi- 
mum cohesiometer value shouldn't ex- 
ceed 300 to 350, according to Jimenez 
and Gallaway
